REPORT OF THE SCHOOL DIRECTORS AND SUPERINTENDENT 

January 30, 1952 

To the Citizens of Rutland Town: 

Accompanying this narrative report may be found the usual tabu- 
lations and financial information that one should study to most fully 
understand our public school program of education. 

Comparative costs per pupil in the elementary schools show an 
expected rise. General inflationary trends contribute to this as do 
further items of improvement to plant and equipment. The reason 
that high school costs are less than elementary is chiefly because 
on a tuition basis the per pupil costs are less to us than they are to 
the host high schools. Being reported on a July 1st dating also 
means that the full brunt of recent tuition increases will not be felt 
until the following July. Tuition notices already received for next 
year’s rate indicate a rise of twenty-five dollars per student. 

State aid received on December 1, 1951 amounted to $13,854.92, 
slightly more than the previous year. 

Transportation 

This is the fourth consecutive year in which sendees of the Rut- 
land Bus Company have been secured to transport a majority of the 
school children. A few pupils reach the Center Rutland school by 
private carrier. Success of the present bus arrangements are depen- 
dent upon the efficiency of the bus company, and condition of their 
equipment. 
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Pupil Assignments to Buildings 

At present four rooms are in operation at Center Rutland, with 
grade divisions respectively two per teacher ; 1-2, 3-4, 5-6, and 7-8. 
The two rooms at Dyer School have four grades to each teacher; 
1-4 and 5-8. At the Haiti and Cheney Hill schools each teacher has 
grades 1-3. 

Transportation permits Haiti children in grades 4-8 to attend the 
Dyer School. Likewise, pupils on Post Road attend Cheney Hill 
School in grades 1-3, and the Center Rutland School in grades 4-8. 
To avoid overcrowding at Cheney Hill some Mill Village primary 
children are routed to Center Rutland along with all those in grades 
4-8 from that district. 


Public Health Nurse 

A new state-wide program of public health nurses , service has 
re-grouped towns so that Rutland Town has part-time service by 
such a nurse. Working with members of a town committee, she di- 
rects health service to the schools, chiefly through clinic work and 
contacts with the teachers. Cooperation of parents in getting chil- 
dren to and from the first clinic, held at Center Rutland, gave it 
initial success. 

Teaching Staff 

More than the usual number of changes occurred among teaching 
positions at contract time. Three new teachers were secured for 
respective vacancies at Center Rutland, Dyer, and Cheney Hill. 
Since October, an interim substitution was made at Cheney Hill, 
until February 4th. 

If a suitably qualified music teacher can be secured to teach on 
a part-time basis, it is hoped that music instruction may be resumed 
in all class rooms. 

Educational Aspects 

New geography text books have been supplied all pupils in grades 
5-8. Standard tests are used to measure ability and achievement 
periodically. The following tabulation is given to classify results of 
the most recent measure of pupil attainment in certain basic sub- 
jects. In a given group of students are found those who measure up 
to their grade range, usually in the majority; then there are those 
who range one or more grades above or below the grade they are 
attending.

Repairs and Maintenance 

Early in the year your Directors and Superintendent thoroughly 
inspected all of the school buildings, and the findings made it neces- 
sary for us to redecorate as follows : 
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Dyer School 

All rooms were painted as well as the exterior entrance. The 
playground was levelled and a fence erected on the west side of the 
lot as a matter of safety. 

Haiti School 

The interior was redecorated. 

Cheney Hill School 

The basement was redecorated. 

Center Rutland School 

The major improvement for the school year of 1951-52 was the 
installation of a new oil-fired heating system at the Center Rutland 
School. All of the work in connection with this improvement is prac- 
tically completed at the time of writing this report. We are confi- 
dent that the new system will heat the building satisfactorily under 
all weather conditions. 

The School District joined with the Town in sharing the expense 
for the redecorating of the Town Hall in the basement of the Center 
Rutland School. / 

The School District received a Jungle Jim from the ^Parent- 
Teachers" Association, which has been erected on the playground at 
the Center Rutland School. We extend our thanks to the Parent- 
Teachers" Association for this gift and know it is greatly appreciated 
by the students. 

The floors in all school buildings were again reconditioned dur- 
ing the summer vacation. 

The playground equipment at all schools was repaired and 
painted. 


Recommendations 

We are advised by competent heating engineers that there is great 
heat loss through the unusually large loose windows at Center 
Rutland School. We recommend that either storm windows be pro- 
vided, or new windows of smaller size, properly weather stripped, 
be installed, retaining proper natural light for all rooms. We in- 
clude in our budget $1,500 to cover this expense, and we believe 
that the expense will be earned through the saving in the cost of 
fuel. 

At the Dyer School we recommend the removal of the present 
board partitions in the basement, providing new partitions to enclose 
the furnace room, install new ceiling, and decorate so that the base- 
ment may be used for recreation and a lunch-room. We have in- 
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eluded $500 in the budget to cover this expense. 

At Haiti School it is necessary to put on a new roof, and we have 
included in our budget $450 to cover this expense. 

Many years ago a contract was entered into by the School Dis- 
trict with an individual, owning property near the Haiti School, 
for the providing of such water as the School required. This con- 
tract has now expired and the present owner has served notice that 
he is unwilling to enter into a new contract to supply the School 
with water. Therefore, it becomes necessary to provide a supply of 
water for the School. We feel that the most practical way to secure 
water would be to drill a well on the School property. We estimate 
this expense will be $1,500, and it is included in the budget. 

All schools should have new lighting fixtures, and the most 
urgent need is at Dyer School. We have included in our budget $200 
for supplying fixtures at Dyer School this coming year. 

We are short of desks in good repair, and we include in our 
budget $300 to cover the cost of supplying sufficient new desks to 
accommodate the students for the coming year. 

For several years there has been need of the services of a music 
teacher for all schools. In our budget we have included an amount 
to cover the services of a music teacher on a part-time basis. 

During the year we have taken a house-to-house census of all 
children in Rutland Town who are either now in school or will en- 
ter school in the next six years. You will be interested in the sum- 
mary below, which shows the number of school children, who will 
be entering school during the years of 1952 through 1957.

We express our appreciation to the Parent-Teachers’ Associa- 
tion, to the teachers, to the pupils, and to all others who have con- 
tributed in any way to the successful operation of the schools.

This is our sixteenth annual report to the citizens of the Town 
of Rutland, on State payments in your municipality of various 
types of assistance and welfare during 1951. 

The total number of recipients in the State has declined, but ex- 
penditures are larger by reason of increases in the legal monthly 
maximums authorized by the 1951 Legislature. Funds for the sup- 
port of these programs were derived from the Federal Government 
57.5%, State Government 37.6% and Town or City 4.9%. Total ad- 
ministrative expenses for the four types of Public Assistance were 
4.2% and for all programs and services 6.5%, giving Vermont top 
ranking in the nation for low cost. In Vermont one in six persons 
over sixty-five receive Old Age Assistance and one in fifty children 
under the age of eighteen receive Aid to Dependent Children. 

None of the assistance programs are pensions. They are paid on 
the basis of need and in accordance with policies and procedures es- 
tablished under law. Children' and parents, in proportion to their 
ability, have legal as well as moral obligations under the Statutes.

11. Shall the Town vote to take advantage of the extra twenty- 
five dollars ($25) per mile granted to the Towns by the State, pro- 
vided the Town spends twenty-five ($25) dollars per mile of their 
own money on Town Roads outside of winter maintenance ?
